As a 
prominent feature of aaricultnre it long since 
left Ihe valleys of'.he New England States and 
retired from the valleys of the Hudson, the 
Delaware, nnd the Potomac to the Gunesee, 
the Alleghany, the Susquelianna, anil the James, 
and from there to the Ohio and .the great Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 


The great plains uf Ohio and Indiana are 


last becoming exhausted; the prairies of Illinois, 
it is said, are beginning; to lose their produc- 
tiveness and profitableness; ana following the 
same natural law it is expected that Kansas, 
Nebraska and Dakota will soon be allecti'il. 
Already wheat culture has been driven cleai 
across.the country to California, lint in Cal- 
ifornia, it is said that the area for successful 
wheat culture is limited,, and will soon be whol- 
ly occupied under a very exhaustive system of 
culture. As the grain legion recedes, the cost 
of transports' ion increases, and the profit of its 
cuUivatioii is lessened, thereby forcing tlie far-

died when near Greenwich Point and the boily 
was there left asboie.

On Saturday lost, the Grangers beld a mass 


meeting at Langhortie's Grove. Tbe day was 
a beautiful one, cool and pleasant, the shower 
of the preceding evening was just enough to 
lay the dust without making tbe roads muddy 
By two o'clock there was quite a large number 
assembled, 
estimated at 1,590 people. 
The 


stand was well lilled with speakers, prominent 
Grangers, arid reporters. The pre^s was wej 
represented: Mr. Sheetz of tlie Intelligencer, 
Mr. Tilton of (be Sencon, Mr. Church of'tbe 
Knterprixe, and your correspondent of the Ga- 
zelle. Mr. James Newbold, cliaiiman of the 
committee1, called tlie meeting to order, and ap 
pointed Mr. Hector Wildman, president. Mr. 
Wiklman stepped < lo the fi out, and after ex- 
pressing thanks for the honor conferred upon 


him, 
intioduced Mr. Colin Cameron, a Lancas- 


ter county fanner. 
Air. Cameron is a young 


mart, and seemed to understand the subject 
perfectly, but his delivery was poor; he said 
that tlio great question was second to none, it 
underlies the social, political and religious in- 
terests. Farmers from the first have had aeon- 
test and a struggle, have teceived the accumu- 
lated wrongs of the whole world. The 10t.li 
century first saw the organization of Patrons 
of Husbandry. They were euised oti every 
hand because they claimed their own, an honest, 
saintly mission. They have suflered since the 
earliest ages; the iirst occupation was that of a 
shepherd, the next was the cultivator of the 
soil. We find that in (he eatlier ayosthe fann- 
er was a seif; follow him on down, he was 
called a villain ; dared not ask for anything, 
and ahvajs had a master over him. In Eng 
land, 500 years ago, the land was paroled out, 
and to-day, 20 men viitually own all tlie land, 
and the life and liberty of the fanner there. 


The same means aie being employed here in 


this country. In this State, one company 
owns over three million acies of land, or about 
one eighth of twelve counties. \Vith propriety 
the farmcis have united. That they have been 
succpssftd, I deny. In the farming interests 
licie is more capital invested that in any other, 
ind it pays loss hiteiest. Through no exttav- 
igance, there is more land sold undei the Shei- 
(Ps hammer, than anything else. We pay lor 
'nonuy more interest than we should ; labor is 
the basia of wealth, from it should bn derived 
lie rate of interest. 
We glow weak on money 


)or rowed at six percent. We are thus arrayed 
concerning tbe interest question. This is no 
low idea, it is founded on a principal as old as 
Lime itself, and as everl.tsting as the hills. 
"In 


m/cm there vf st? enyW—that is our motto, and 
Us a good thing for those who can be mem- 
bers. Men have been successful in business, 
and accumulated gicat wealth—look at the 
.tollicliilds! Farmers have tostandback; why 
s it so? We well try this afternoon to sohe 
•his question. All other classes have been or- 
ganized, that is the reason farmers have to 
itaud back. 
They must 
woik together. 


Svcry ciass has a giange ; ask the storekeeper; 
•on will find they arc united. Some say the 
association offarmers havep-odneed, or tended 
o produce dull times. What caused them in 
37 and '57 ? Why, the same tmng that pro- 
luces them now, the financial policy of the 
country. The grange organisation is intended 
o unite farmers; to break up this isolation; 
o make them less suspicious of each otliet. 
Hie lumping of their purchases together is an 
alter consideration ; it was not thought of un- 


1) five years after their organization, but it has 
•roved to be a God's blessing to the store- 
keeper. They go on the cash principal—pay 
is yon go. We are charged with trying to 
>reak up the railroads of this countiy. It 
H'ovod to be a good thing in Wisconsin* it 
•aused the celebrated Potter law to be passed. 
The ;ailroad controls the press of the country, 
and the money it takes to buy the press hi 
'tie year, would keep all the granges for Uven- 
y years. 
We must have a daily press for our 


.terest alone, and one that cannot be bought. 
hile a railroad pays ftom 10 to 12 per cent., 


he fin ming interest pays but 3 per cent, 
tlanufactuilng interests pays 20 per cent., and 
tank stock pays 18 per cent. I want to know 
iow to make it on my farm. The other busi- 
jesses make it by laws passed by a legislating 
elected bv the fanners. The grangers do not 
vant to go into politics ; I never heard it in- 
odued into a subordinate lodge. 
By the 


uiited eilorts of the grangers they dared riot 
extend the patents of sewing machines, What, 
vas the result? You can now buy a sewing 
ii'icliine at the manufacturer's pi ices, or about 
>nc-half of the foimer prices. It was so with 
,he McCorrmok reupci ; the cost to the farmer 
Kas 400 per cent, more than the cos.t to the 
iianufacliirer ; they refused to pay it, and you 
can now buy the same reaper at, the mamifac- 
urers price. The Giange is a secret organixa- 
,ion ; why shouldn't it be? 
If wo derive any 


benefit, why should we not keep it to our- 
elvcs. Wo have pass-words and grips, to se- 
cuie ourselves from miposters. Agents have 
lone moie to set farmers against eacli other 
ban anything else. The storekeeper has a 
bitter liking for us ; he gets up on Ins ear; he 
lon't want to look into this grange, he says it's 
a bad thing; lie wlnspeis over his counter to 
,-oti, and tells >ou H costs five dollars for you 
,o join, and two dollars for your wife to join, 
tud that he will sell you a handsome dress for 
seven dollars—what it cost to join. lie tries 
,o control tbe farmer, but we are going to dis- 
charge him, and pay him off; he has lived off 
of us long enough, he must go (o work now. 
That's all. Mr. Cameron here closed his ic- 
narks, and we find by looking at our watch, 
hat three-quarters of an hour has been occu- 
pied. 


Tbe next speaker introduced was Mr* Mor- 


,imer Wbitehcad, master of the Stale Grange 
of New Jersey, He is a talented speaker, and 
bis remarks were interesting, and well listened 
,o. lie began by sayln; that there were sev- 
eial questions for him to answer, and he would 


as brief as possible, as there were other 


speakcis to follow. What is a Giange? It is 
bunded on light principles, not only to farm 


3rs, 
but to all otheis, and I hope people wilj 


iearn to know us better. 1 do not claim (hat 
it is any thing new, the farmers aie only ap- 
plying to their wants, tbe principles of all other 
trades, simply, organization, and our motto is 


In. union there is xlrenffth." 
We see the 


same principle in everything, and our order 
;ias benefited the fanner financially and so- 
:ially. All other businesses ha\e had their 
granges, but called them by clirleicnt names. 
We hoar of the Merchant's Exchange, and the 
Trades Unions. We all know that the larger 
quantity of goods you buy, the cheaper they 
are, and farmers by uniting can buy cheaper . 
C-tn save the intermediate profits of tlie middlej 
men. Last year the State grange of Xew Jer- 
sey brought and distributed 18,000 tons of coal- 
and saved by so doing, 2,500 dollais, this year 
:hey expect to save from 40 to 50 thousand 
dollars. Do you not call that a benefit? We 
are uniting our orders, and reaching out to the 
manufacturers. Last year the United States 
Grange saved to farmers twenty million dol- 
lars ; this vear they will save foity million dol- 
lars. Our membership consists of two million 
fanners. You can save one hundred dollars a 
year by being a granger. We are going to dis- 
charge the middlemen ; they have bad easy 
wcrk long enough. 
We don't blame them for 


what they hare done; but we are going to 
trade now with the manufacturer. What did 
the K. U. Co. do not long ago ? they had a 
brakeitmn to every car; they were a sort of 
middlemen ; but \\henthe. wonderful air-brake 
was invented, they discharged these men, and 
no one found any fault. 
This is what we are 


going to do. Farmers used to mow with a 
scythe, now they apply machinery, and farm 
hands get better wages. We have a new ma- 
chine called the Grange, we are going to keep il 
up, and keep it well oiled. Tbe army of agents 
who get their living easy, riding about the 
country, do they add anything to the wealtl 


of the country? It is the producer wtib adds 
to the wealth of the country. Grangen; can 
buy for less than agents, they get 30'per cent. 
off, while agents get only 25 per cent. <off. 
The manufacturer likes to deal with the 
grangers; they pay the cash. We are accused 
of sending money out of thecounlryi1 Now if 
there is a Grange lodge of fifty members, and 
they save $100 to each member, by buying to- 
gether, it makes $5,000 saved to that comniu 
nitr, and that community will receive the ben 
efit of it. 
With that $100 they will improve, 


paint tlieir buildings, and put in underdralus. 
That will give work to the workingman and 
mechanic. I believe the way to make: better 
times would be to put $100 in every firings 
pocket; they would set men to work; they are 
the best friends of the workingman. Wo never 
refuse membership to tbe workingman. Some 
say why do you shut the door? U protects us 
from outsiders. The family circle is a secret 
society just as much as the Grange. Tbe 
inei chant docs not get in, because he has taken 
advantage of us once, and may do it again. 
The nioicliant puts his cost mark on his goods 
when the shutters are tip for the night; he 
don't ask you in to help h'hi, or see him do it. 
We sometimes get black sheep, but we clean 
bouse once a year, and put the bad ones 
out. 
Some say the Grangers of the West have 


put do« n the price of wheat by putting down 
the railioad fi eights. I say they could not put 
down tlie freights only in tlieir own State. The 
way to get freights down, is by the war be- 
tween the dillerent companies, such as is now 
existing. Our National Grange has now less 
than one hundred thousani dollars in its 
reserve fund. The trade and transportation 
buys up all the ciLy daily papers. How often 
do we see an article about tlie over-flowing 
crops of wheat and corn in the West; they are 
paid for printing these articles, until tbe trade 
and Iran spoil at) on gets the grain all in their 
own hands, then the articles are changed, so as 
to put the price up, and in those same papers 
you aee articles about the damaged condition 
of the grain, and that the eaily fiosts partly 
destroyed tlie com crop. Xow we Grangers are 
•oiitg to manage so that we can find out the 
truth. When you benefit the farmer you ben- 
efit all; they are the most numerous. Some 
object because our wives and sisters belong, 
and any man vlio objects on that ground, is 
'iot the tight kind of a man, and we do not 
want him. We have four hundred thousand 
of the best ladies of the land in our order to- 
day. It is not the truth that politics is one of 
our aims; our by-laws say that the discus- 
sion of political and religious topics are for. 
ridden, and any grange is liable to loose its 
charier that violates this law. We hsvj men,- 
beis in England, arid 520 Granges in Canada. 
In our order \v*e have Democrats and Republi- 
cans, Methodists and Presbyterian?. 
The 


moral effect is to teach the farmer, and make 
iirn know something. In those states where 
Granges have been established longest, they ef- 
ect politic* ; they vole for the best men. 
Laws have been made in the interest of other1 


organizations; why not for Granges? Our 
last Congiess consisted of £20 lawyers, and 
only 20 faiiucis. Farmers should have a cer- 
tain Amount of representation ; and they find 
themselves to-day taxed without much repre- 
sentation. Our Statp Giange is composed of 
delegates sent by subordinate lodges, lo talk 
over the interests of farmers. It was tbe 


rangers who bi ought about a better dog law, 
o protect the farmer's sheep, and a better bet- 
er tramp law In New Jersey. In Scotland, 
hree men own the principal pait of the land ; 
and in this country six companies control the 
coal fluids. They can reduce the price of coal, 
or put it up; they aie getting stionger every 


day, 
and this recent break in tbe combination 


s only done to wipe out some of the smaller 
companies, so that the larger ones can get a 
better hold. Tbe Grange is not going down; 
t was never stronger than Lo-day. They have 
ouilt a large hotel in Philadelphia for the ac- 
commodation of Grangers visiting the Centen- 
nial. It is Giange all the May through. 
The 


wood of which it was built was cut from a 


ranger's farm, and the waiter girls are princl- 
ully Grangers, They have had guests fiom 
every State in tl-e Union. G Lingers have dune 
noie in the South to break up the animosities 
if war than anything else. Had the Granges 
existed 10 3ears ago, ihe war would never 
iiavc been. 


The next speaker was Mr. San ford, of New 


Jersey, a sew in* machine agent. He was not 
a mc'inber of any Grange, he could not get 
in, he was the unfotUutate middleman. He 
was with them heait and hand, not for piinci- 
de, bill to sell them sewing machines. All his 
talk was lo advertise a ccilain machine, of 
which he was the agent, and ended up by an 
elaborate disliibtition of punter's ink, iu the 
shape of cards and chculars. 


By tins limp the ailernouu train from Phila- 


delphia had arrived, and with it Mr. Jocotj, 
Sums, a member of tlie Soveieigns ot Indus- 
try. He commenced by saying that he had 
been a resident of Bucks Co. for a number of 
year's^ and was glad to see the Grange move- 
ment star-ted heie. There has been no attempt 
to organize the agricultural interests of the 
country 
until the Patrons 
of Husbandry 


was started. There is no diversity of interest 
>etween the man who mines the coal, and the 
nan who ploughs the (ieltl—they are all on tbe 
iroad principle of production. The Sovereigns 
)f Industry is a sister to the Grange. It is not 
so old, only three years in existence. 
It ad- 


mits all classes to membership. A few years 
ago farming paid, and men got large wages; you 
paid oil your mortgages. Now work is scarxie, 
and wages are low. The average wages of 
eacli person is only $400 per year. The great 
question is, how shall we make farming pay? 
The price oi the entire products of the country 
is determined by the excess or deficiency of tbe 
ciops. We are going to do away with the mid- 
dleman. The merchant in trie past has been 
taking the oysters, and throwing one shell at tbe 
farmer, and the other at the mechanic. There 
are more farms in Bucks Co., to-day, patched 
with mortgages, than without. Trade and 
transportation runs the railroad and banking 
stocks of the whole country. The entire in- 
terests of production is controled, not by the 
producer, but by those .who move them from 
one place to another. This thing should be 
changed, and there isa way to change it. Nine 
millions of people are controlled by three mil- 
lions. The Grangers are spreading their wide 
arms all over the country to the fanner. It Is 
laid to get the faimer interested, byt when 
you do, lliere is an endless amount of stick to 


him. 
Out of each family earning $400, each 


member pays in profit to trade and transporta- 
tion, $40. 
If there ia four in tlie family, it 


makef SI00 out ot tbe $400. I want them to 
organize, and save the whole of this, or a great 
portion of it. Why is it ? Because they are 
not organized, they are forced to go to the 
men who sell by the small. They can save it 
by organisation. Last year some of the farmers 
of New Jersey did not get enough for their pro- 
ducts to pay their manure bill; but the middle- 
men sold their products at a profit of 40 per 
cent. I 8pf*ak for the farmer; yon can save 
the difference between the wholesale and retail 
pi'iL-e. This ia the fitst time the farmers have 
become interested here: keep it up ; the nec- 
essity is pressing. Mr. Burns went on giving 
figures and facts until nearly six o'clock. They 
were about the same as the former speakers 
had given. 


People who went to hear the questions ad- 


vertised to be answered, were somewhat disap- 
pointed, as several questions were not touched 
upon, and the impressions made upon the ma- 
jority of farmers were not very deep. The 
Newtown Band was present, and interspersed 
the speaking with fine music. The meeting 
gave food for thought, and subject for discus- 
sion with many.

FIKESCEtt'S PABAIIE. 


The Firemen's Parade at Philadelphia yester- 


day was pronounced to be one of the largest, 
most imposing and best conducted of the many 
civic displays that have taken place in the city 
during the Centennial year. Tbe Ledger says 
that not only tbe visiting companies who came 
from cities and towns where the volunteer sys- 
tem still exists, but the Philadelphia companies 
also turned out in full firemen's uutfurm, anti 
every company in line drew au apparatus of 
some kind—either the original one they nseu* 
while the volunteer department was in exis- 
tence or an engine or hose carriage borrowed 
for tbe occasion. The apparatus in the line 
ranged from the beautiful and costly silver- 
mounted modern steam engine to the primitive 
wooden, low-wheeled hand-engine, dating back 
to the latter part oi' the seventeenth century. 


The streets through which the procession 


passed weie literally thronged with spectators, 
many thousands of whom were visitors from 
different parts of the county, but owing to the 
excellence of the police arrangements, tlie best 
of order was preseived. Broad street, Chest- 
nut street, and other Lhorougfares, through 
which Llie procession passedy weie roped along 
the curbstones by the police, and the crowd 
kept on tlie sidewalk, affording plenty of street- 
room for the firemen. Tlio weather was all 
that could be desired, clear, fresh and moder- 
ately cool, and the surroundings all contributed 
to the complete biircess of the demoi stratkm. 


The city presented a gala day appearance, 


the public and private Centennial flags all be- 
ing thrown to the breeze, and, in some sections 
of the city, business was suspended until the 
passage of the parade, which was about an 
lour and a half passing a given poiu'.. The 
parade started very shortly after the appointed 
time, but there were several long delays, it be- 
ng past two o'clock when the head of the line 
reached Sixth and Chestnut streets, and specta- 
tors were kept itandi.ig on the sidewalks for 
over two hours before ttie procession made i s 
appearance. 


The procession funned on Broad street, dis- 


playing northwardly, and shortly after 11 
o'clock the head of the line passed up Broad 
street, fiom the New Public Buildings, to Col- 
umbia avenue, countermarching on east side 
of Public Buildings; thence on. west side of 
Broad to Carpenter, countermarching on east 
side of Broad to Chestnut, down Chestnut to 
FRli, Fifih to Arch, Arch to Broad, and there 
dismissed. 


The Bristol Fire Company was a promi- 


nent one in the delegation. It was accompa- 
nied by the New town Cornet Band. 
Tbe boys 


took their fire engine, which was bmnishci! as 
blight as a new pin, and had their hose carnage 
finely decorated.

and Ladder Company sent a delegation, con- 
sisting ofa marshal! and 12 men. 
All returned 


yesterday evening, well pleased with the day's 
performance.
